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Gentlemen of the Saginaw Board of Trade: 


It is with mingled feelings of regret and satisfaction that I 
present at this time my last annual report as president of the Sag- 
inaw Board of Trade. Regret at severing official relations with the 
present officers and directors—the most unselfish, energetic and pat- 
riotic set of men with whom it has ever been my lot to associate, 
and all of them giving freely of their valuable time and judgment, 
and absolutely without financial compensation or personal gain of 
any kind. Satisfaction in having been a factor with them in assist- 
ing to produce certain results during the past few years, greatly 
beneficial to our city, and which surely must be appreciated by 
those who know and understand them. There were times at our 
meetings when opinions differed as to methods, but the majority 
has ruled and the best of good feeling and harmony has always 
prevailed. These conditions have made success possible and brought 
important projects to our city, which are now our civic joy and num- 
bered among our most valuable possessions as a progressive com- 
monwealth. 

I will not at this time weary you by covering in every partic- 
ular what has been sought and generally accomplished by the aid 
of this Board, the details being vast in amount, laborious and tire- 
some. During the time of the regime just passing a large percent- 
age of those things in which Saginaw now takes the greatest pride, 
have been established, and others are so far under way that their 
very momentum must force them to a successful conclusion. 


Six Years’ Transformation 


Take a visitor in Saginaw—perhaps a prospective resident—for 
a trip about the city, if you please. Show him the ground stretch- 
ing from Holland to Hess Avenues where children now sport in 
ecstatic play; where the automobile speeds on well kept roads, and 
where, on June next, in the finest natural amphitheatre in all Amer- 
ica, before a great multitude of our people, will wave the plumes 
of 2,000 Knights Templar, prominent men from every important 
Michigan city, marching on solid ground to strains of martial music, 
and say to this visitor that only six years ago this large expanse of 
territory was a filthy, foul-smelling swamp, which words cannot de- 
scribe, and into which flowed the drainage of brewery, cemeteries 
and sewers, and it would be difficult to make this visitor believe it 
possible to cause this magnificent transformation within that period 
of time. 

Take him to Jeffers Fountain, supplying from the depths of the 
rock, good, cold drinking water to the thirsty, in the midst of a 
little gem of a park, which was covered with tumble-down, wooden 
shacks at the commencement of the period named. Take him about 
Federal Park, now one of our best attractions, and state that it 
was once declared by a prominent citizen to be a dumping ground 
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only for tin cans and ather rubbish. as-it) reallys was, ato thatstune. 
Show him the magnificent expanse of Ezra Rust Park of 200 acres, 
located in the city’s heart, and now established as the foundation 
of what will some day surely be one of the world’s finest parks. 
Say to him that it has .only just been changed from an annoying 
mosquito and malafia-breeding area and a menace to our health and 
comfort as well to what it is soon to be a thing of beauty and a 
joy forever. Show our visitor the city dock, free ‘to all craft that 
floats upon the waters of our river, and say to him the rubbish of 
old ramshackle coal sheds and the debris of wood yards have just 
been cleared away and that the beautiful green sward replaces it, 
making the best drill ground in the entire state for Michigan soldiers 
and sailors. Speed our visitor out to the ends of the pavements 
of a half dozen main thoroughfares—North Washington Avenue, 
Sheridan Avenue, East Street, Brockway, Court and State Streets, 
and tell him from those points to the city’s limits, beyond which 
lies a rich country trade, that the streets named were the heaviest 
in clay and the deepest in mire of any roads anywhere, but now 
all of them covered with good macadam, making it possible for 
the farmer, with abundant loads, to reach the city’s mart. Then go 
to State Street, as I have within the week, where it crosses the 
Tittabawassee, the waters of which come from the sand hills of the 
north, and there watch the steady stream of travel across that 
structure, the planks of which are not yet even weatherbeaten; and 
our visitor will wonder why a city of our size, for a generation or 
more, had not provided a crossing at this point for the fertile dis- 
trict west of the river, in our own and adjacent counties, to enter 
the city at this gate for distribution over Brockway, Court and 
State Streets,—in fact to every business district of the city. Tell 
him that it has only been possible within the last twelve months 
to go on a continuous stone road on the west side of the river from 
Saginaw to our neighboring city of Bay City; that.within the same 
period only have we reached the county line of the east side of 
the river with a macadam road, entering a rich territory of our own 
county, whose residents heretofore, for lack of a decent road, have 
been compelled to transact business in another city than our own. 
Show him the fine Natatorium dedicated within a year, provided 
through the generosity of one of our directors, Mr E C Mershon. 
Then, as a capstone to this completed work, take our visitor to the 
southern part of the block bounded by Washington and Janes Ave- 
nues and Water Street, and when he is informed that not many 
months ago here was located a coal yard, with all the grime and 
dirt connected therewith; old, wooden shacks and small, one-story 
structures, all an eye sore to the community; and show him the mag- 
nifcent Auditorium, not only the pride of our city, but state .as 
well, made possible by the gifts of two of our honorary members, 
Honorable Wellington R Burt’and Temple E Dorr. Show him the 
elegant Armory building connected therewith, constructed largely 
by the state of Michigan, and he must certainly admit that during 
the last six years of life of this Board of Trade there has been some- 
thing doing, and a wonderful transformation made in our city and its 
surroundings. 
But that is not all—tell him that within this very month a great 
black cloud will appear upon the waters of Saginaw Bay, not por- 
tending a storm, but indicating that one ’of the greatest dredging 
fleets of the Great Lakes is being sent here by-Uncle Sam to give 
Saginaw a 17-foot channel, the entire length of the river, and. es- 
tablishing our city as an important port on thé navigable waters 
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of the world for all time to come. Nor is that all—this magni- 
ficent improvement will make possible, between Saginaw and our 
sister city at the mouth of the river, a wide, level boulevard skirt- 
ing the banks of the stream, which, for beauty and usefullness, will 
become one of the earth’s' famous highways. Already the right of 
way has been largely procured plans formed and details decided 
upon, and many of those present to-night will have the satisfac- 
tion before long of speeding over this great thoroughfare, and wit- 
nessing upon one side of the boulevard the commercial and swift 
pleasure boats sailing on the placid river, and on the other. side 
10,000 acres of reclaimed swamp of the richest soil anywhere ever 
placed by the Creator, which will add 4 good million dollars to the 
valuation of Saginaw and Bay Counties. Here will be the rich, well- 
tilled gardens of the future, supplying to a large degree the great 
population of this valley, which is sure to come. This is not all 
that our Country’s Government has favored us with during the past 
year, but another splendid institution of the greatest value to the 
YOu Oryvour city and section,and to the cause of education, has 
been ordered by law, establishing here a Marine School, for which 
the United States will provide for maintenance to the amount of 
$25,000.00 annually. This will afford Saginaw lads an opportunity 
to engage in another of the world’s vocations, and one which should 
bring them important positions and adequate compensation during 
their lives. 

I could name many other things of a lesser degree in which 
this Board or its membership has taken the initiative, assisted or per- 
formed a conspicuous part, but I must desist or this report will be- 
come tedious. 


Incidentally you may say to, our: visitor that Saginaw s Board 
of Trade, seven years ago, had between 100 and 200 members, while 
today it numbers between 800 and 900, the largest proportionate 
membership, according to population, of any similar body in the 
state; an organization which taxed the capacity of the big Audi- 
torium.at its annual banquet, the greatest ever held in this city, 
and which was addressed by leading men of state and. national 
reputation. 


During this time its directors conceived and caused to be es- 
tablished the Merchants’ & Manufacturers’ Association, which has 
become such a power for good in this community; an association 
that has been well officered and excellently maintained. It has 
brought to Saginaw many leading industries, whose payrolls far 
exceed the amount originally contributed by its membership. You 
may also state that through this Board of Trade and its member- 
ship, moré State Conventions were secured for Saginaw during one 
year than went to all other cities in the state combined; that the 
Board caused the Saginaw River to be largely cleared of dead- 
heads, old piles and other obstructions, and caused the United 
States Government to place spar buoys, indicating the channel, from 
the mouth of the river to its head; that it labored earnestly for the 
past two or three years and sécured steamship service of a good 
class to our city; that it promoted a Civic Improvement Associa- 
tion, which caused the finest trees, ornamental plants and vines to 
be planted throughout the city; that it procured and delivered to 
the Board of Park and Cemetery Commissioners 10,000 elm seed- 
lings, which will be ample for the future’ planting’ of our entire 
city streets; that during each year the: best of trées, flowering 
shribs. vines, etc., have been distributed gratis to public places 
throughout the city, culminating in the banner distribution of this 
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very week; that it has caused railroad facilities to be largely ex- 
tended; that it promoted and worked out to a large degree the 
Semi-Centennial Celebration of 1907, marking the 50th anniversary 
of our city’s incorporation; that it participated in a pure water cam- 
paign, successful in a degree, but which could not be consummated, 
owing to a decision of the Supreme Court as to the legality or 
wording of the law under which the action was taken; that the 
Board caused to be legally organized the Eastern Michigan Fair 
Association, and has taken action along many other civic lines really 
too numerous to mention in the brief time allowed for an ordinary 
report. 


Benefactors 


Saginaw has indeed been fortunate in having interested in our 
city’s welfare such men as Jesse Hoyt, Wellington R Burt, Ezra 
Rust, Temple E Dorr, E C Mershon, A T Bliss, Arthur? Hill and 
John Jeffers, and others who have made possible many of the civic 
advantages of which our city is now and always will be the proud 
possessor. No other municipality of our class has been endowed 
with as many citizens of this high character who have felt that 
with their own means they could benefit, as they have, their neigh- 
bors and their race. What they have done will remain as lasting 
monuments to their names for generations to come, when others of 
their day and time will have been forgotten. 

One of the most liberally advertised cities in the United States 
is said to have a tax rate double that of Saginaw, but they are 
going after great improvements there and paying for them without 
a murmur. One circular states the people recently voted there 
$600,000.00 for the purchase of park lands, and $400,000.00 for a boul- 
evard. Saginaw has never purchased an acre of park ground and 
probably will never be obliged to, having had ample area provided 
almost entirely by private citizens, while the government river work 
will largely construct our boulevard, which will not call upon city 
or county here for an added dollar of taxation, thus making this 
community a round million dollars to the good over the city re- 
ferred to. Surely we are a fortunate city. 


Necrology 


Again it is my sad duty to call attention to those of our mem- 
bership who have passed to the great majority and to us the im- 
penetrable beyond. During the past year there have been three— 
James F Brown, one of our city’s pioneers, an ex-Mayor and ex- 
Treasurer of Saginaw; a gentle, kind and upright man, beloved by 
all who knew him. Farnham Lyon, who came to our city a gen- 
eration ago and made the Bancroft, for the traveller and the stranger, 
one of the best known places of the land. Go throughout the coun- 
try where you will, and those who at any time within the past 
thirty years passed through Saginaw and made this hostelry their 
abiding place, speak only in the highest praise of the hospitality and 
courtesies extended to them by Major Farnham Lyon, Chas H 
Peters, Sr, ex-President of this Board of Trade, and a man, whom 
to a greater degree than any other, worked indefatigably first, last 
and all the time for the best interests of his home city. Enlisting 
when only a lad, serving first as a drummer boy in the army of 
his country in order that the Union might be preserved, and then 
honorably discharged after long and arduous services, became, from 
his earliest manhood, one of our leading and most progressive cit 
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izens. Never were business cares too great to prevent his closest 
attention to civic duties. As a member of our excellent Board of 
Park and Cemetery Commissioners he accomplished great and last- 
ing work, and his ardent efforts have builded for him a monument 
of memory in this community. A century hence under the cool 
shade of the towering elms and massive oaks planted by Charles H 
Peters, Sr, will be the play grounds of the children and the places 
of rest for the aged. The nameés of James F Brown, Farnham 
Lyon and Charles H Peters, Sr, will be synonyms of the best man- 
hood of the city, and their deeds and their lives here should be a 
shining example to those who come after them. 


National, State and City Government 


It has been our good fortune to have, as representatives in both 
branches of the Congress of the United States, men who have had 
the interests of Saginaw at heart, and to Senator William Alden 
Smith and Congressman Joseph W Fordney, our utmost thanks 
are due, for their work in securing for us the magnificent River 
Appropriation and the coming Marine School. Their ability and 
standing in the highest legislative body in the world has made it 
possible for these great improvements to come to us. Another 
factor in the River Improvement has been Col C MacD Townsend, 
a high-grade, courteous army officer, whose good judgment and 
earnest efforts caused his department to view this improvement with 
approval. 

In the state, Governor Osborn has been our friend and well- 
wisher, and, in connection with our representatives in the legisla- 
ture, beneficial legislation for this city has been secured. In county 
affairs, the Board of Supervisors and the County Officers have al- 
ways generously responded to and favorably considered practically 
every project we have presented to them. In city affairs for the 
past years the same rule has been the case, and every asked for im- 
provement, endorsed by this Board and presented to the Common 
Cauncil, has been approved and adopted by that body. Regardless 
of political affiliations, these political forces of City, County, State 
and Nation, this Board has been treated fairly and well, even gen- 
erously, and our thanks are due to each and all of them for ex- 
cellent services extended to us. 


Recommendations 


In my opinion the three leading projects to which the incoming 
Board should lend its best efforts, will be, first of all—Pure, clear 
drinking water for our people. It overshadows all else at the 
present time. Second—Further industrial expansion, which is pos- 
sible in our city to a greater degree, in my opinion, than that of 
any other in Michigan. Our shipping facilities by water and rail 
are the equal of any; raw material can be assembled at the doors 
of our factories from all points to the greatest advantage; our 
temporate climate is unsurpassed; our lands, for factory locations, 
are reasonable in price; there is no better industrial population 
anywhere. With all these advantages why not double and treble 
our factories and their capacity in the very near future. Third— 
Railroad improvements. At the present time Saginaw, on the map 
of Michigan, represents the hub of a cart wheel, with railroad lines 
emanating in every direction constituting the spokes of the wheel, 
and it would seem as though our position in this respect could not 
be improved, but there are divers ways in which it may be bettered. 
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Nothing will cause our city to advance more rapidly or become more 
firmly established as a great industrial center than to have every 
possible railroad facility. These great highways of commerce have 
built up into hundreds of thousands population, the greatest cities of 
our land, and precisely the same results will take place here if con- 
sistently and persistently worked out. There are railroad links that 
can be added here and there which will bring still greater trade 
to Saginaw, and which should be of profit and advantage to the 
railroads themselves, and, if continuously demanded by this Board 
of Trade and this business community, these links and connections 
must be made. Inter Urban lines should be promoted and fostered 
in every possible direction leading from and into Saginaw, and there 
is a great opportunity at this very moment for this particular line 
of improvement. 

The matter of railroad connecting links and Inter Urban roads 
is covered in detail in my letter filed under date of February 21, 
which I will not read at this time owing to its length, but will sub- 
mit portions herewith as a part of this report. The extracts follow- 
ing show what may be demanded at this time or expected in the 
Near (itiure: 

I desire to emphasize most emphatically what should be now 
steadily agitated and promoted to a finish in the way of. better 
railroad connections for Saginaw. Upon these plans depends very 
largely our continued and permanent supremacy as the chief city in 
this section of Michigan. I have prepared a map indicating what 
ought to be done; all of which should be practical and profitable for 
the railroads to do and of inestimable value to our city. 


Pere Marquette Railroad 
Leota-Stratford Connection 


The Pere Marquette Railroad Company should close the gap 
between Leota and Stratford (about 25 miles). This would cause 
all tourist travel destined for the great and popular resorts of 
Traverse Bay region to pass through Saginaw, coming from the 
East and South.via Detroit, instead of going by a much longer route, 
as it does now. The connéction would also open up valuable new 
territory for our wholesalers. 


Marlette-Sandusky Connection 


At the present time, to reach 90% of the railroad towns of 
Sanilac County (which naturally belongs to this city for trade), it 
is now necessary to go south almost 100 miles to Port Huron and 
take a start from there to get into the county, or about 70 miles to 
the northeast to Bad Axe before getting started for this rich terri- 
tory. A short line of about 15 miles only, from Marlette to San- 
dusky—the county seat—would be in direct line for travel and com- 
mercial traffic with this city for the trade of this big county, and 
the railroad authorities should make this connection. 





Grand Trunk Railway 
Ashley-Saginaw Connection 


With this project you are now thoroughly familiar. Mr Charles 
Clark, of the freight department of the Grand Trunk, has always 
been favorable to the project, and it was upon his recommendation 
that the Jine from Ashley to Muskegon was originally purchased 
for the Grand Trunk Railroad. This 30 miles of track would add 
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1,000 square miles of new territory to Saginaw wholesale houses, 
and would pass through a rich coal region and through the big 
manufacturing district of the West Side, and this one addition would 
undoubtedly place the line on a paying basis instead of being one 
of the losing branches of the Grand Trunk System, as it now is. 

It is reported that the. Grand Trunk is to establish Division 
IH1eadquarters in a neighboring city, and certainly the company is 
expending large sums at the mouth of the river and other places 
in Michigan at the present time with objects in view of a most im- 
portant character. We should, therefore, immediately bend every 
effort to cause this company to make most substantial extensions and 
improvements here also, 


Michigan Central Railroad 


There does not appear to be any immediate demand for exten- 
sions or link connections along the lines of this important railroad 
System= in) «thew district tributary. to Our city:, but we imust insist 
that the company should run its through train from Owendale to 
Saginaw instead of stopping it at Vassar, as heretofore, and almost 
obliging the passengers to go elsewheré instead of coming to our 
city, much the nearest point, and which is and always should be 
the natural trading point for Tuscola and the other counties in the 
Thumb District of Michigan. 


Detroit & Mackinaw Railway 


All trains of this system should start directly or pass through 
Saginaw, and the line constructed:to our city before a permanent 
establishment is perfected and completed by the company elsewhere. 

A line is now being surveyed by this company to reach Rogers 
City, and undoubtedly in the near future the road will be completed 
from Cheboygan to Mackinaw, while it seems -probable from their 
branch in the northeastern part of Ogemaw County that a line 
may be extended through the large expanse of’ territory (now un- 
occupied by railroads) in Oscoda and Montmorency Counties via 
Nio and Atlanta, the county seats, to their branch in the southern 
Dart ol Cheboygan County, <as traced on the map: One, slance. at 
the map of northeastern Michigan, showing this road and its present 
branches and contemplated connections, is sufficient to show why 
our city should have an immediate and closer connection with this 
system. j 


Electric Lines 
Saginaw and Flint Railway 


This: company, under certain conditions, is inclined to and will 
extend its line from Frankenmuth to Vassar, thence to Caro and 
eventually toe Cass=City,5 Bad Axe and, Harbor: Beach. “This(liné..is 
being, surveyed from Frankenmuth to Caro, and if it can be fin- 
anced in this city upon proper securities, we will have electric cars 
running hourly from Caro and Vassar to Saginaw by mid-summer, 
bringing trade from there which otherwise is very liable to go to 
another city over the direct line of railroad just completed from 
there into this territory which heretofore has been almost entirely 
controlled by Saginaw. The construction of this electric line is 
positively necessary if Saginaw is to maintain its prestige in the 
towns of Tuscola County. 
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Lansing-Owosso Line 


This road is at present under construction, and I believe the line 
is now established from Lansing to Owosso via Morrice. From 
Owosso north it will probably pass through Chesaning and St 
Charles, reaching our city via a survey that may bring it in on 
Michigan Avenue, 

Our people, though, generally prefer that this line should come 
in via Gratiot Avenue in order that it may pass Oakwood Cemetery 
and the Country Club. 


Gratiot-Isabella Line 


If Michigan Avenue is insisted upon by the company above 
named, there is another projected line that would naturally come 
into the city via Gratiot Avenue, and I refer to the contemplated 
Gratiot-Isabella Line. This latter road would reach several thrifty 
cities to the west of us, viz: Mt Pleasant, Alma, St Louis and Ithaca. 
No company has yet been organized for this project, but it might be 
well to promote such a one, and without doubt, in time it would be 
constructed. 


Midland-Gladwin Line 


An electric line has also been occasionally suggested that would 
pass through Freeland; the thriving little City of Midland; across 
the Tittabawassee River at Edenville (where a large power plant 
is being constructed to utilize the extensive water power of the 
stream above); thence to Beaverton and Gladwin, the county seat of 
the latter county, which is becoming a thriving town. 


Eastern Michigan Fair 


On the accompanying map is a heavy line denoting the terri- 
tory we wish to cover with the Eastern Michigan Fair Association, 
this territory being reached in all parts by railroad lines centering 
here. It is the territory, too, naturally belonging to Saginaw for its 
traffic and commerce. 


Conclusion 


For the several years that it has been my honor and pleasure 
to preside at this Board of Trade, I wish to say that the work 
connected therewith has been of the greatest pleasure, because I 
have felt that in my poor way it has been possible, to at least 
assist, in the promotion of projects that must greatly benefit the 
people of Saginaw of the present time and those to come after 
them, and this feeling alone has been my entire, but adequate 
compensation. The most courteous treatment has always been ex- 
tended to me by every member of the Board; every director and 
every Official, during this incumbency, I have only the kindest re- 
gards and deepest respect for each and every one. We have dif- 
fered at times in opinions, it is true, and occasionally uncalled for 
criticisms have been made by some, but without proper understand- 
ing of our efforts or knowledge of the beneficial results sought. 
The criticisms will be effaced from memory and only the pleasant 
features of our work remembered. I wish to thank each and all 
for kind words spoken and earnest assistance rendered at all times. 
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To my friend and successor, Mr John A Cimmerer, to whom more 
than any other man -is our large membership due, I extend the 
heartiest greeting, wishing him well and hoping that his term of 
service and the work accomplished by the incoming Board for Sag- 
inaw’s good, may far exceed any preceding administration. 

I wish you all the greatest success and lasting prosperity.

Articles of Association 
Amended May 2 1911 


We, the undersigned, being of full age, and desiring to become 
incorporated under the provisions of Act No 171, of the Public Acts 
of Michigan for 1903, entitled “An Act for the incorporation of As- 
sociations not for pecuniary profit,’ do hereby make, execute and 
adopt the following articles of association, to-wit: 


Article I (Name) 


The name or title by which said corporation is publicly known 
in law is the Saginaw Board of Trade. 


Article II (Purpose) 


The purposes of this organization shall be to secure the co- 
operation of merchants, manufacturers, officials and all business and 
professional men and citizens generally, and to promote the sccial. 
moral and business interests of its members; to encourage well 
directed enterprise; to promote the growth of the city, and the 
progress, extension and increase of its trade; and to take con- 
certed action in matters pertaining to the general good of the city. 


Article III (Location) 


The principal office or place of business shall be in the City of 
Saginaw, State of Michigan. 


Article IV (Term of Existence) 


The term of existence of this Association is fixed,at thirty years 
from the date of these articles. 


Article V (Directors) 


The number of directors shall be twelve, in addition to the 
President,. two Vice-Presidents, the Secretary and the Treasurer, 
who shall be directors, ex-officio. 


Article VI (Membership) 


Any person, firm, partnership or corporation of good standing, 
interested in the commercial, industrial and municipal advancement 
of the City of Saginaw. shall be eligible to membership. The officers 
of the Board shall reside in Saginaw. 


Article VII (Amendments) 
These Articles of Association may be altered or amended by a 


vote of the majority of the members of such corporation at any 
regular meeting, or at any special meeting.

Revised April 4 1911 


Article I (Membership) 


Section 1 Membership in the Association shall be comprised of 
the following, namely: Regular, Contributing, Honorary, Associate, 
Affiliated and Auxiliary. 


sec 2 All candidates for Regular, Contributing and Associate 
membership shall make written application to the Directors, said 
application to be a pledge of adherence to all By-Laws, Rules and 
Regulations of the Association. 


Sec 3 To elect an applicant to membership, it shall require the 
recommendation of the Membership Committee or any member of 
the Board and an affirmative vote of the Directors present at the 
meeting at which such application is considered; three (3) negative 
votes shall defeat the motion to elect. 


Sec 4 Every member of this Association shall conform to its 
Rules, Regulations and By-Laws. 


Sec 5 Any member of this Association neglecting or refusing 
to pay his dues for three months after such sum or sums become 
due, may be dropped from the roll of membership by a majority 
vote of the Directors at any. regular meeting. 


Sec 6 Members shall be liable for dues until written notice of 
resignation is accepted by Board of Directors. Provided, however, 
any member desiring to withdraw from the Association may do so 
by sending to the Secretary a notice of his intention so to do and 
paying all dues owing by him, including the current half year. 


Sec 7 The Board of Directors shall’ have power to rebate the 
dues of any delinquent member and continue the membership in 
good standing. 


Sec 8 Cards of membership, good for one year, may be issued 
to members. 


Sec 9 Any person, who from any cause, shall cease to be a 
member, shall forfeit all his rights and interest in the Association. 


Article II (Regular Membership) 


Section. 1 Any person, firm or corporation approved by the 
Board of Directors, may become a.member of the Association by 
paying an entrance fee of one ($1.00) dollar per month to the first 
day of May or November, as the case may be, and an annual 
membership fee thereafter of ten . ($10.00) dollars, payable semi- 
annually in advance on the first days of May and November. 


Sec 2 -—Each member shall be limited to one vote at any meet- 
tng or at any’ election. 


Sec 3. When a regular membership is held by a firm or corpor- 
ation, one person shall be certified to represent the same. 
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Article III (Contributing Membership) 


Section 1 Any firm, partnership or corporation approved by the 
Board of Directors, may become a_ contributing member of the 
Association by paying an entrance fee of two ($2. 00) dollars per 
month to the first day. of May or November, as the case may be, 
and an annual membership fee of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, pay- 
able semi-annually in advance, on the first days of May and No- 
vember; said firm, partnership or corporation shall be entitled to 
three (3) regular memberships, and shall, at time of making ap- 
plication and each year thereafter prior to annual meeting, designate, 
in writing, such individual representatives as it may desire to have 
elected to membership in the Association. 

For each additional membership above three (3) the fee shall 
be five ($5.00) dollars per annum, such additional representative 
also to be designated, in writing, it being understood that an em- 
ployee of such firm, partnership or corporation may be designated. 

Sec 2. Each individual designated as member shall be limited to 
one vote at any meeting or at any election. 


Article IV (Honorary Membership) 


Section 1 Past presidents shall be honorary life members of the 
Association. United States Senators from Michigan and the Con- 
gressman from the congressional district in which Saginaw is lo- 
cated, shall be during their terms honorary members of the Board. 
Any man of distinction or any citizen who may have materially bene- 
fitted the Association or city, may be elected to honorary member- 
ship by the Board of Directors, or at the annual meeting of the 
Association. 

Nominations for honorary membership may be made by the 
Membership Committee or any member of the Board, and the 
nominee elected by a vote of the Directors. A proposition to con- 
fer honorary membership may be made in writing to the members 
of the Board. If any nominee shall receive an affirmative vote of 
the Directors, he shall be declared elected. Three negative votes 
shall defeat election. 

Sec 2 Honorary membership shall confer all the privileges of 
regular membership, with exemption from the payment of all fees 
and dues. 

Sec 3 An elective honorary membership may, for cause, be 
revoked by the Directors at any time. 


Article V (Associate Membership) 


Any person approved by the Board of Directors may become an 
associate member of the Association by paying an entrance fee of 
fifty (50c) cents per month to the first day of May or November, as 
the case may be, and an annual membership fee thereafter of five 
($5.00) dollars, payable semi-annually in advance on the first days of 
May and November. The associate member shall have all the privi- 
leges of regular members, except the right to vote and hold office. 


Article VI (Auxiliary Membership) 


Section 1 Any commercial or civic body or fraternal society in 
the City of Saginaw that desires to be associated with the Board 
of Trade. as an auxiliary, may be so accepted by a vote of the 
Board of Directors. 
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Each auxiliary association shall pay dues equal in amount and 
in the same manner as regular members, and may appoint a repre- 
sentative, who shall have the privilege of a regular member. 


Article VII (Affiliated Associations) 


Section 1 Any member or members who may desire to be asso- 
ciated together as a Board, Exchange or Association, for the pur- 
pose of promoting more effectually a special trade, industry, busi- 
ness, profession or objects in which they are interested, may form 
a “Bureau” of the Saginaw Board of Trade. 

Sec 2 The desire to form any bureau shall be communicated to 
the Directors in a petition signed by not less than ten members, 
and if the Directors shall approve the formation of such bureau, the 
Secretary shall issue a call for a meeting of all members who are 
reported by the petitioners to be interested therein. 

Sec 3 If two-thirds of those called shall, in meeting or by 
writing, favor the formation of such Bureau, this fact shall be re- 
ported in writing to the Directors, who, if they approve the forma- 
tion of such.Bureau, shall issue a certificate of organization, bear- 
ing the seal of the Board and the signatures of its President and 
Secretary; but such certificate shall not be issued until the direc- 
tors shall have approved all rules and regulations adopted, or pro- 
posed to be adopted by such Bureau. 

Sec 4 Each Bureau of the Board may adopt such rules and 
regulations as it may consider necessary, for its proper govern- 
ment, but no rule or regulation shall be adopted by any Bureau 
which shall be out of harmony with the recognized policy or usage 
of the Board or in any way conflict with the purposes and objects 
of the Board as set forth in its charter, by-laws, rules and regu- 
lations. 

Sec 5 No Bureau of this Board, or any member thereof, shall 
contract any debt in its behalf which shall in any manner, or by 
any extent, render the Board liable for the payment of any sum, 
inless the same shall have been previously approved by the Di- 
rectors. 

Sec 6 No action or resolution of any Bureau shall be binding 
upon or expressive of -the sense of the Saginaw Board of Trade. 

Sec 7 Any Bureau of this Board may be dissolved by the Di- 
rectors upon petition or resolution, approved by two-thirds of the 
members of said Bureau present at a meeting officially called for 
the purpose of considering such dissolution; and any Bureau shall 
be suspended or dissolved by the Directors for any action contrary 
to the charter, by-laws, rules, regulations or policy of the Board; 
such suspension or dissolution may, if the Directors so order, con- 
stitute a charge against the members of such Bureau as otherwise 
provided. 

Sec 8 Bureaus or associations, in affiliation with the Board, 
shall submit to the Directors, five days prior to the annual meet- 
ings of the Board, reports of their condition and reviews of their 
proceedings for the year. 


Article VIII (Officers and Directors) 


Section 1 The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer and twelve 
Directors, 

Sec 2. These officers, except the Secretary and the Treasurer, 
shall be elected annually by ballot, and shall hold their offices for 
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one year, or until their successors are duly elected. The Secretar7 
and the Treasurer shall be chosen by the Board of Directors, as 
provided by section two (2) of article nine (9). 

Sec 3 The Board of Directors shall consist of twelve (12) 
members, who shall be elected by the Board of Trade at the time 
of the general election of officers. 

The President and the two Vice-Presidents, the Secretary and 
the Treasurer of the Board shall be ex-officio directors. 

No compensation for services shall be paid any officer except the 
Secretary. 


Article IX (Duties of Directors) 


Section. 1 .The> Board, of -Directors, shall) have charge /ciall 
matters of general interest to the Association not otherwise as- 
signed; provide rooms for the Association, audit all bills through 
an auditing committee appointed by the President, three of whom 
shall be Directors, and examine books and accounts of the Secretary 
and the Treasurer previous to each annual meeting, or oftener, if 
required. 

Sec 2 It shall’ be the duty of the Board of Directors to elect 
the Secretary of the Board of Trade, and fix his compensation; to 
elect the Treasurer of the Board-of Trade; to employ such other 
help as in its judgment may be necessary, and to fix the compen- 
sation to be paid therefor; to allow all bills for expenses in- 
curred in furthering and carrying on the work of the said Board 
of Trade, -as--in ats» judgmenteares necessary sand ppropct seancsit 
shall have power to direct and control the work of the Secretary 
and all other matters pertaining to said Board of Trade not other- 
wise provided for. All of the financial and business interests of 
the Association shall be managed and conducted by and under the 
direction of the Board of Directors. 

Sec 3 The Board: of Directors *may declare vacant the seat -of 
any member of its Board who shall absent himself from four 
consecutive meetings without having been previously excused, or 
without having sent written communication to the Board of Direc- 
tors, stating the reason for his absence. 

Sec’4 All vacancies among the officers and directors between 
elections, shall be filled by the Board of Directors. 

sec 5 ‘Fhe Board of Directors ‘may adopt such rules and regu- 
lations as it may deem wise for the government of the Board, 
and may create new officers whenever the same are considered 
necessary. 

Sec 6+-The Board=of Directors. shall submit? atuthe- annual 
meeting, a full report of the condition and finances of the Associa- 
tion, together with a review of itssacts sior the preceding year! 


Article X (Duties of Officers) 


Section 1 The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Board of Directors, and shall perform all duties incident to his 
office. He shall be ex-officio member of all committees. 

Sec 2 The First or Second Vice-President shall act in the 
absence of the President, and in the absence or disability of the 
three officers named, a member shall be chosen to act temporarily. 

Sec 3 The Treasurer shall receive all moneys from the Secre- 
tary and keep the same deposited in the name of the Board. He 
shall make no disbursements, except upon an order signed by the 
Secretary and countersigned or approved by the President; or, in 
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the absence of the President, by one of the Vice-Presidents. He 
shall make monthly reports to the Directors, who may require him 
to give acceptable bond in such sum as they may determine. 

Sec 4 The Secretary shall receive all moneys due the Associa- 
tion from any source, and pay the same to the Treasurer, taking 
his receipt therefor; keep a record of all proceedings and all meet- 
ings; conduct official correspondence; preserve all books, docu- 
ments. and communications; keep a list of all members in a book 
provided for that purpose, which shall be an account with each mem- 
ber as to his dues; notify all committees of their appointment; 
forward proper notification receipts to delinquents; act as Secre- 
tary of the Board of Directors and ex-officio member of all com- 
mittees, and perform such other duties as may be incident to his 
office, subject to the approval and direction of the Directors. He 
shall make monthly reports to the Directors, who may require him 
to’ give suitable bond in such sum: as they may determine: “At the 
expiration of his term of office he shall deliver to the Directors all 
bcoks, papers and property belonging to the Board. 


Article XI (Committees)

Sec’ 4 -.-The Chairman of each Committee shall be taken from 
the Directors, but no-member: shall serve on more than’ two stand- 
ing committees at the same time. 

Sec 5 Except when specified, the duties of the several stand- 
ing committees shall be as indicated by their respective names; to 
take charge of all business referred to them by the Board or its 
presiding officer; to carefully and industriously investigate the 
different subjects assigned to them or pertaining to their duties; 
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to make such original investigation in their respective lines as in 
their judgment they see fit. 


Sec 6 The President or Board of Directors may from time to 
time refer to committees questions relating to-the interests which 
they represent, and such committees shall report to the Board 
such recommendations, in connection therewith, as in their opinion 
tend to promote the objects for which the Association was organized. 


Sec 7 All standing and special committees. shall report their 
proceedings to the Directors, and shall submit, prior to the last 
meeting of the Directors before the annual meeting of the Board, a 
full report of their acts and findings from the time of appoint- 
ment. Reports of all committees must be submitted in writing and 
filed with the Secretary. 


Sec 8 Should any standing or special committee fail to dis- 
charge the duties assigned to it, with reasonable promptitude, such 
committee shall be declared discharged by the President, who shall 
report the same to the Directors and submit a new committee for 
confirmation. 


Sec 9 All standing and special committees shall be considered 
discharged at the end of each Board year. 


Sec 10 Vacancies in any standing committees shall be filled by 
the President, subject to the approval of the Board of Directors. 


Sec 11 The President and Secretary shall be ex-officio members 
of all committees. 


Article XII (Meetings) 


Section 1 The meetings of the Board of Directors and of the 
Committees shall be held at the offices of the Board. 


Sec 2 The annual meeting of the Board of Trade shall be held 
on the first Tuesday in May of each year. 

Quarterly conferences open to all members of the Association 
shall be arranged by the Board of Directors. 


Sec 3. The regular meetings of the Board of Directors shall be 
held on the second Tuesday of each month. 


Sec 4 Special meetings of the Board of Directors may be called 
by order of the President or upon the request of two directors, and 
notice of such meetings shall be given by the Secretary by telephone, 
mail or messenger, at least two hours before the time of holding 
such meeting. 


Special meetings of the Board of Trade may be called by the 
Board of Directors, or at the written request of at least ten mem- 
bers, which written request shall specify the object and purpose of 
such special meeting.

Article XIII (Elections) 


Section 1 Election of a President, two Vice-Presidents and 
twelve members of the Board of Directors, shall be held on the 
day of the annual meeting. 

Sec 2 For the three officers named above, a majority of the 
whole number of votes cast shall be necessary for a choice; the 
twelve persons receiving the greatest number of votes shall be 
declared elected as members of the Board of Directors. 


Sec 3 The election of a Secretary and a Treasurer and other 
officers is vested in the Board of Directors and shall take place, 
as provided for in Article Nine (9). 

Sec 4 In March, prior to the annual meeting, the President 
shall appoint a nominating committee of eleven (11) members, none 
of whom shall be an officer or director. This committee shall nom- 
inate candidates for offices, provided in Section 1, and shall report 
the names of such nominees, in writing, to the Secretary, at least 
thirty (30) days before the annual meeting. On receipt of the nom- 
inations made by the nominating committee, the Secretary shall at 
once mail a printed copy of the same, together with a printed copy 
of this article of the By-Laws providing for elections to each vot- 
ing member of the Association. 


Sec 5 Any fifteen (15) or more voting members may unite 
in nominating candidates for all or any of the offices provided in 
Section 1. Such nominations shall be made in writing and must 
be signed by at least fifteen (15) voting members of the Association 
and filed with the Secretary at least fifteen (15) days before the 
annual meeting. 


Sec 6 Only persons nominated in accordance with Sections 
4 and 5 may be voted for. The voting shall be by printed ballot 
provided by the Secretary. No proxies shall be allowed. 


Sec 7 At least ten (10) days prior to the date of the annual 
meeting, the Secretary shall prepare a printed sample ballot con- 
taining all nominations for each office, in alphabetical order, and 
shall mail a copy of the same, with a proper notice of the time and 
place of the election, to each voting member of the Association. 


Séc 8. bhes polls shall be located at the Setretary’s office, or 
elsewhere in the City of Saginaw, as provided by the Board of 
Directors, and shall be open between the hours of 12:00 noon and 
6:00 p m, and shall be under the supervision of three (3) tellers 
appointed by the Board of Directors. 
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Article XIV (Disbursements) 


All bills or accounts against the Association shall be examined 
and approved by the Auditing Committee and allowed by the Board 
of Directors; the Secretary shall then be authorized to draw an 
order on the Treasurer for the amount, countersigned by the Pres- 
ident or Vice-President. No indebtedness nor obligation to pay any 
sums of money shall be valid or binding against the Board unless the 
same shall have been formally .provided for by the action of the 
Board of Directors. 


Article XV (Sinking Fund) 


There shall be a sinking fund created for the purpose of- the 
erection of a Board of Trade Building or for otherwise’ securing 
permanent quarters for the Association. 


Article XVI (Amendments) 


These By-Laws, or any part thereof, may be repealed, amended 
or added toby a‘two-thirds vote of the Board of Directors, or 
by a two-thirds vote of members present at any regular or special 
meeting of ‘the Board of .Trade, notice of which meeting shall set 
forth the pelnosad change.

The By-Laws. and amendments thereto shall be binding’ upon 
all members of the Board of Trade and of the Directors, provided 
no: By-Laws. shall be in conflict with the Constitution and laws of 
this State.
